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The petitioner filed a nomination paper on July 5, 1977 
but that nomination paper was rejected by the Returning 
Officer because—as he admits—it was not subscribed by 
any elector as proposer or as seconder. 

He had thus admittedly not complied with the require¬ 
ments of Section 5B(1) of the Act. The petitioner has. 
howevei, detailed leasons why he could not find any elec¬ 
tor to propose or second his nomination papers. 

When the case came up before us _ today, the petitioner 
requested that the hearing of the petition be postponed till 
after the coming summer vacation. We explained to him 
that we did not see any sufficient reason to accede to his 
request. The adjournment was declined. 

The petitioner then argued at length urging that the 
petition should be referred to a larger Bench for decision. 
We have fully heard and considered all that Jie had to 
say in this connection, and we are not persuaded to 
accede to his request. 

Since there was no compliance with the requirements 
of Section 5B(1) of the Act (No. 31 of 1952), the petitioner 
was not a duly nominated ‘candidate’ within the meaning 
of Section 13(i) of the Presidential and Vice-Presidential 
Elections (Amendment) Act, 1977. And, as such, has no 
locus standi to maintain this petition (vide Flection 
Petition No. 1 of 1974).
